Prisoner Tries to Break From 
Jail, Saying He Must 
Report for Duty. 








HIS GUARD IS DOUBLED 





Slayer Is Taken Into Court 
Where Preliminary Hear- 
ing Is Postponed.

NEW YORK, Aug. 24.--Capt. Peter C. 

Hains, the slayer of William F. Arnis, 


is raving in his cell today. ile has ap- 


parently forgotten all about the shoot- 


ing of Annis, all about the trouble with 
his wife and his divorce suit. This 
morning he donned his military uniform 
and tried to force his way out of his 
cel), declaring that he had to report at 
once to his superior officer at Fort 
Hancock. 

A double watch has been put over 
him. He was later taken into court, 
where the preliminary examination of 
him and his brother was postponed until 
Friday by consent. 

Capt. Hains sent for his uniform yes- 
terday and it is was delivered at the 
Long Island City Jail. It was supposed 
that he wanted to wear it in the court- 


room and nothing further thought off 


the incident, though the prisoner has 
been. extremely nervous for several 
days and has not been giving rational 
replies to questions. 

When asked, about the incidents pre- 
ceding the shooting of Annis he has 
replied by incéherent statements about 
his love for his wife and about how 

is home was wrecked. His attorney 
has been unable to get clear statements 
from him. 

Tried to Force Way From Cell. 

This morning when Keeper Reilly 
went to the Captains cell he found the 
prisoner dressed in his fatigue uniform 
and pacing nervously back and forth 
in the narrow space. n. 

“I've been waiting for you,” raid 
Hains to. Reilly, as soon as the latter 
entered the cell. ‘‘You people seem to 
forget that I have to report to Col. 
Harris at noon today. So long, I’m off 
for the fort.”’ 

With these words Hains tried to push 
by the keeper, who grabbed hold of his 
wrists and forced him back. 

“What's the matter with you?’ said 


Hains. “Do you want to get me in 
trouble?’’ 
With considerable’ difficulty Capt. 


Hains was restrained and the door of 
the cell was again locked. A double 
guard was placed in front of the door 
to prevent the possibility of the pris- 
oner’s harming himself. 

Maj. Hains and one of the attornéys 
for the defense endeavored in vain to 
induct Capt. Hains to remove his uni- 
form and to discuss the murder after 
he had returned to the jail. The Cap- 
tain strode nervously back and forth in 
the corridor in front of his cell, say- 
ing: 

“You don’t understand. My leave:of 
absence expires today and I must get 
back to my post of duty. I can’t re-

VON STERNBURG, 
THE FRIEND OF 
ROOSEVELT, DEAD 


German Ambassador’s End 
Camie When He Had Ex- 
pected Returning Health. 





WIDOW AN AMERICAN 





Yon Sternburg Sent to Wash- 
ington Because of Presi- 
dent’s Fondness for Him. 





Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
HEIDELBERG, Germany, Aug. 24.— 


Freiherr Speck von Sternburg, German 
Ambassador to the United States and 
intimate friend of President Roosevelt. 
died at the Hotel Victoria here about 
midnight. His death was unexpected, as 
only a month ago Prof. Vincenz €zerny, 
* Skin specialist, had told Baron von 


cer, as he had thought, but a wapas, 
which he could cure, 
The Ambassador and his wife, who 


was Miss Lillian May Langham of 
Wyoming and Kentucsy had : been 
cheered by this opinion. The Baroness 
was with her husband until the end. 

The tmmediate cause of Baron von 
Sternburg’s death was inflammation of 
the lungs. 

Baron von Sternberg . and- his wife 
came to Germany in May. After a visit 
in Hamburg and other.German cities 
they arrived at Heidelberg a month ago 
and Prof. Czerny made a prolonged ex- 
amination of the diseased part of the 
left side of the Ambassador’s head be- 
fore announcing his diagnosis. 

Hoped for a Recovery. 

Baron von Sternberg is described as 
baving felt that his long agony was 
nearly over and that soon he would be 
a well man again. His wife also shared 
that hope. 

It had been arranged that Baron von 
Sternburg should go to Berlin the middle 
of September to be received in audi- 
ence by Emperor William previous to his 


destrable that the Ambassador be at 
his post during the concluciing weeks of 
the presidential campaign. 

No arrangements yet have been made 
for the funeral of the Ambassador. The 
BKaron’s father, whe is W ears old, 
lives on the family estate near Dresden 
and it is possible that the burial will 
take place there. 

Baroness von Sternburg has received 
the following telegram from Emperor 
William: 
“I am deeply shaken by the unexpect- 
ed news of the passing away of your 
husband, and I desire to express to you 
my heartfelt sympathy. I lose in him 
a valuable friend anda distinguished 
diplomatist, who has rendered importanr 
service to me and the Fatherland, ana 
whom it will be ‘most difficult to’ re- 
place. May God give you, in your great 
grief, his heavenly consolation. 
“WILHELM.” 
Born in England. 

Baron von Sternburg was 56 years old 
and was born in Leeds, England. He 
was married in London to Miss Lang- 
ham, and his wife was known as one 
of the most gracious hostesses and en- 
tertainers in the German diplomatic 
corps, | 

After a brilliant career as a soldier 
he joined the diplomatic service in 1890 
and was made First Secretary: of the 
Pekin Legation. He was afterward 
charge d’affaires at Belgrade and be. 
came First Secretary of the German 
Kmbassy at Washington 10 years ago, 
Two years later he was made German 
Consul for India and Ceylon. 





Popular tn Washington. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 2%4.—The death 
of Ambassador von Sternburg removes 
from the diplomatic corps !n Washing- 
ton probably its best known member. 
Baron von Sternburg and Ambassador 
Jusserand of France, because of their 
personal friendship for President Roose. 
velt, have always been the leaders of 
the corps and rivals in favor at the 
White House. 

To his intimates . Baron Sternbure’s 
death did not come as a surprise. Only 


his own indomitable will and cour- 
age, it is thought, prolonged his life 
thus far. 


Five years ago he returned to this 
city after a brief service as German 
consul at Calcutta, with a red spot just 
above his left ear. He said it was tho 
result of the bite of some poisonous 
tropical insect received while sleeping 
in a tent in India. 

The best doctors and surgeons of this 
and his own country were consulted 
but the poison spread, affecting his ear 
eyes and nose. In spite of it all Baroy 
Sternburg maintained the geniality of 
temper which made him popular here. 
When Col, Roosevelt was a civi! gery. 
ice commiasionet, living in Washington, 
Baron von Sternburg was stcretary oy 
the German Embassy here. Both were 
ethietic in their avocations, fond of 
horseback riding, of tennis, of walking 
and other strenuous pastimes, Their 
similar habits brought them togeths, 
and their fast friendship was tormeu 
there, 

Subsequently Von Sternburg wa, 
transferred to the Orient.

CHICAGO, Aug. %—Chief Wilkie of 
the United States Secret Service, will 
wait until the prisoner is transferred to 
the United States Court before taking 
up the case of George W. Fitzgerald, 
former assistant teller of the United 
States Subtreasury, who was arraigned 
today charged with the thert of $173,- 
, which disappeared from the Sub- 
treasury in Feburary, 1907. The war- 
rant for Fitggerald’s arrest was issued 
by Judge Chetlain. Chief Wilkie said 
in Washingtoa that an arrest in the 
case was premature. 

When Fitzgerald's case was called be 
fore Judge Chetlain today the Coprt an- 
nounced that a postponement until next 
Monday was agreed on. Fitzgerald was 
released on $10,000 bond. 

The Federal authorities ueclare they 
have watched Fitzgerald since the dis. 
appearance of tae money and that there 
is little evidence of a convincing chargc- 
ter against him. Capt. Porter of the 
United States Secret Service says he 
will have nothing to do with the pro-,; 
ceedings against Fitzgera!d. 

As the State judge, under the United 
States statutes, must turn over the pris- 
oner to the Federal courts if he finus 
probable evidence that a crime has been 
committeed, fine legal tangles appear 
possible. ' Z. 
Saya Arrest In “Job.” 

Attorney Litzinger, for Fitzgeraid, de- 
clares the arrest of his client is a ‘‘job.” 
He says an immediate hearing will be 
demanded. 

The charges against the prisoner are 
based on the follawing: 

That he began \speculating in eggs 
within two months after being dismissed’ 
from the Government service and at a 
time when he had not more than $1700 
altogether, and that the speculation in- 
volved over $25,000. 

That he proposed to dispose of two 
$1000 bills to Col. Harry C. Gano for 
$500 each. 

That he expressed ability to put up 
$50,000 in escrow on a proposition to buy 
dockage rights at South Haven and a 
lake steamer. 

That he recently bought a dwelling 
valued at eovvd. 

Fitzgerald was discharged by Assist- 
ant Treasurer. Boldenweck after the 
money disappeared Feb. 20, 1907, The 
teller had reported the shortage him- 
self, declaring that workmen in the 
Subtreasury building must have taken 
the bills from his cage. TF itzgeraid was 
arrested, but succeeded in turning sus- 
picion from himself. After his dis- 
charge, Fitzgerald’s actions -were pe- 
culiar, but Chief Wilkia ani other Fed- 
eral officials decided that he had no 
guilty knowledge of the case. 

Then Herbert F. Young, a former Chi- 
cago newspaper reporter, now head of 
a secret service agency, took up the 


clared that, as a foundation of new in- 
yertigation, Fitzgerald was the one to 
Watch.

Tells of Passing Bills. 

Fitzgerald had declared that his for- 
tune did not exceed $1600.

Laet July the scent fs sald to have 
become het when Col. Harry C. Gano, a 
business man, reported to Boldenweck 
that Fitzgerald had asked him to pass 
several $1000 bil According to Young, 
several witnesses were in hidiug when 
Fitzgerald passed two $1000 bil's to Col. 
Gano. The bills taken from the Sub- 
treasury were of large denominations, 
the $1000 bills predominating. 

After this ineident, Young and his 
men shadowed Fitzgerald vigilantly. The 
trail, it. is said, involved others in-help- 
ing to dispose of Fitzgerald's money, 
and in taking the money fiom the cage 
in the Subtreasury. 

No Federal officials could be found 
when the detectives determined to arrest 
Fitzgerald early Sunday. Judge Chet. 
lain then was aroused and issued a 
bemch warrant for Fitzgerald, charging 
him with the larceny of $173,000. 

His Wite Collaperes.

Ambassador to the United States he was 
German Consul-General at Calcutta. 
In 1902 the Baron and his wife visited 
the United States and they were the first 
house guests of President Roosevelt at 
the remodeled White House. 

When the young sister of the Baron- 
ess, Miss Ivy Langham, was betrothed 
to Viscount de Faramound, the French 


naval attache here, Mrs. Roosevelt ex- 
tended many courtesies to the young 
couple at the White House because of 
the President's fondness for Baron von 
Sternburg. 

At this time Baron von Holleben was 
the German Ambassador to the United 
States. He was a bachelor, did not care 
for society and let the German embassy 
decline socially. 

Teunis Factor in Diplomacy. 

Such was the situation whe. M. Jus- 
serand was appointed the Ambassador 
of France and soon became the daily op- 
ponent of President Roosevel. on the 
tennis court. 

Kaiser Wilhelm, seeing the increasing 
prestige of the French embassy, re- 
called the fondness of the Roosevelt 
family for Speck von Sternburg and 
transferred the young diplomat* from 
Calcutta to Washington. 


Wife a Lender in Society. 
The President, according to the Wash- 


ington gossip, always fondly called the 
Ambassador ‘Speck.”’ 

The German embassy under the di- 
rection of Von Sternburg and his Ameri- 
can wife, speedily became a social cen- 
ter of Washington and was the scene 
of many brilliant affairs. 

While a resident of the American cap- 
ital the Baron became intimately as- 
sociated with men in civil and officia) 
life other than President Roosevelt 
Among these wefe Assistant Secretary 
of State Adee and Gifford Pinchot, Chief 
Forester of the United States. 

They and the President were together 
much of the time. Some of them were 
interested enthusiastically in athletié 
sports. Baron von Sternburg and Pres. 
ident Roosevelt had much in common. 
Both were fine students and eminent 
scholars. 

Baron Sternburg, although small of 
stature, and seemingly delicate of phys- 
ique, was an accomplished horseman, 
and he and Mr. Roosevelt rode a great 
deal together. In the long rides ana 
walks which they took about Washing. 
ton, the friendship which in later years 
was to be so vaiuable both to America 
and Germany were cemented, 

Often at White House. 

Baron Sternburg always was a we!- 
come guest at the White House. He 
sustained with the President probably 
more intimate personal and official re. 
lations than any other diplomat accred. 
ited to Washington. 

It is recognized here that the sym- 
pathy and devotion of Baroness Stern. 
burg te the Ambassador contributed 
greatly to cheer him and prolong his 
life. 

Acting Secretary Adee expressed today 
his great personal sorrow at the death 
of Ambassador Sternburg. He cabled 
immediately to the Baroness and ajgo, on 
behalf of the State Department, to the 
German Foreign Office an expression of 
personal and official condolences, 

Baroness von Sternbur_ is a daughter 
of Charlies Langham, an hman 
who 3 years ago settled in Wyoming 
Her mother is a native of Georgia wi.

Von Goetzen Likely Successor. 


BERLIN, Aug. 24.—The Foreign Of- 
fice, upon receiving announcements of 
the death of Baron von Sternberg sent 
a cablegram to Count Hermann von 
Hatzfeldt-Wildenburg, the German 
Charge D’Affaires at Washington, in- 
structing him to fnform President 
Roosevelt that the question of a stec- 
cessor to the Baron -probably would 
not be settled until Prince von Buelow, 
the Imperial chancellor, saw the Em- 
peror, which might not be until the sec- 
ond week in September. 

Various diplomatic changes in pros- 
pect are to be gazetted in October 
and among them probably will be a suc- 
cessor to the dead ambassador to 
Washington. - 

Some of the diplomats under consid- 
eration for this post are Count von 
Goetzen, the Prussian minister at Ham- 
burg; Herr von Reichenau, the German 
minister to Brazil and Dr. von Mumm 
Van Schwarzenstein, the ambassador to 
Japan. 

An American diplomatist in conversa- 
tion with Emperor William in January 
of this year said something complimen- 
tary of Count von Goetzen. 


Kaiser Likes Von Goetzen. 

‘“T am giad to hear you say this,’’ re- 
plied the Emperor, “because Count von 
Goetzen will be the next ambassador to 
Washington.”’ 

Although the intention of the Emperor 
in this regard appeared definité when he 
spoke, the report that the Count had 
been selected to succeed Baron Von 
Sternburg was so widely gossiped that 
there arose a certain amount of feeling 
in the German diplomatic service against 
the choice of this young .munister for so 
desirable an embassy and this feeling 
may cause a revision of the previous 
decision on the part of the Empefor and 
his chanceilor. 

Count von Goetzen is a brilliant and 
amiable man, 42 years o'd. He has seen 
a variety of service, including jhe pogt 
of military attache at Washingfn from 
1896 to. 1900. He was Governor of Ger- 
man East Africa for five years. In 
February of this year he - was appointed 
Minister at Hamburg. 
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Countess Von Goetzen American, 

Count von Goetzen's wife is an Ameri- 
can. She was a Mrs. May Stanley Lay 
of Baltimore. Her maiden name was 
Loney. 

Herr von: Reichenau was first secre- 
tary of the German embassy at Wash- 
ington from 1896 to 1898. He is known 
as a specialist in North and South 
American affairs. He was German Min- 
ister to Gautemala and Chile before he 
was sent to Brazil and he has long been 
regarded in the foreign office as marked 
for promotion. 

Baron von Mumm von Schwarzenstein, 
who has been described as the logical 
successor to Baron von Sternburg, often 
has said that he would racher be given 
the qnbassy at Washington than any 
Other post in the service. He was a 
Candidate before Paron von Sternburg 
for the appointment. Although ‘he is 
well satisfied with Tokio, he still hopes 
for the Washington appointment.

An autopsy was held here today on 


’ Stein's body. Powder burns were found 
about the wound by three physicians. } 


The 32-caliber bullet had separated into 
three pieces. One was found near the 
entrance of the wound behind the right 
ear, a second lay between the two tables 
of the skull, and the third was found in 
the brain substance. 

The physicians who conducted the 
autopsy concluded that the fatal shot 
was fired from the right, and gave it as 
their opinion that it would be possi- 


pie for a man to end his life in that 


way. 

After the postmortem the body was 
taken back to the vault in Woodland 
cemetery, where it will remain unti] the 
court decides whether Stein’s father or 
his widow hag prior claim to it. 

Lawyer Advances His Theory. 

Judge E. T. Morris, one of the attor- 
neys who will represent the women 
when the murder case comes to trial, 
said today to the Post-Dispatch cor- 
réspondent: : 

“Morris Stein killed Hester Porter 
while temporarily insane and then shot 
himself. He wrote the note found in his 
pocket before he fired any of the three 
shots. There cannot be any other rea- 
sonable explanation of the tragedy. 

“Hiad either Mrs. Stein or Mrs. Bay- 
ard killed those two persons, it would 
have been insanity on their part to 
have written that note. They must 
have realized that in their haste they 
could not have achieved a forgery that 
would stand in any court. 

“As a matter of fact, neither woman 
wrote the note. The prosecutor wil! not 
be able, in our opinion, to substantiate 
his statement that the handwriting is 
not that of Stein. The fact that he 
was laboring under intense mental stress 
would account for 4iscrepancies in the 
handwriting.” ° 

Cause Is Kept Secret. 

“What was the cause of this menta! 


lapse?”’ Judge Morris was asked. 


“I do not care to go into that now,” 
‘the replied. 

“I have reason to believe that Stein 
‘was werrying about something and that 
he worried until his reason was de- 


“throned.. He left Des Moines without 


notifying his employes or his friends 
that he was going. His watch was 
found on a couch in his house, indicat- 
ing that he had dressed hurriedly for 
the trip and that he was so preoccupied 
he neglected to dress properly. 

“He did not carry a suitcase or any 
Other baggage, so far as I have been 
able to learn, 

“We will not submit to extradition of 
the prisoners unless the Ohio authorities 
can show that their extradition is justi- 
fied by the. evidence they have. It is 
all circumstantial, and the cimcumstan- 
tial evidence that Stein committed sui- 
cide is as strong as the evidence that 
he was siain by either of the two pris: 
oners, 

Motive Is Lacking. 

“There was no motive for Mrs. Stein 
or Mrs. Bayard to kill that man and 
Miss Porter. The comparatively smal! 
lite insurance he carried, $iw0 in all, 
would not driv> a woman like Mrs. 
Stein to murder her husband. 

“When I asked Mrs. Stein about this 
and said: ‘I 
will not touch a penny of it. I did not 
‘want his insurance. I only wanted

She 
never could keep money. But she was 
a good woman, and I know she was not 
mixed up in any crime that occurred 
in Stein’s house. 

“Mary and the rest of us often had - 
talked about Hester's property anda] 
what she would do with it when she 
died. But none of us wanted her money. 
When someone asked me some time ago 
whe would be the beneficiary under Hes- 
ter’s will, I replied, ‘I don’t know and 
I don’t gtve a damn.’ I think that’s the 
way we al! feel about it. 

*“*‘Yes, Hester was a miser if ever there 
was one. She would not spend any 
money on anything that was not abso- 
lutely necessary to keep her alive. 

“\, hy, she even bought the furniture 
for the house in Loudonville by selling 
soap. And she wouldn't lend a dollar 
to any of her own blood relatives with- 
out the finest kind of security. 

‘“‘When Mary and Mrs. Stein decided 
to visit Loudonville, they asked my 
wife to go with them, but Hester never 
had hkeu my wife and she decided to 
stay at home. 

*“‘Mary didn’t have any money to make 
the trip with and_I think Stein furnished 
the funds... When Mary and Mrs. Stein 
left Des Moines for Loudonville, they 
said they didn’t expect to spend much 
time with Hester. They said they ex- 
pected to do most of their visiting at 
the home of Mrs. J. A. Myers, who is 
another one of my sisters. When my 
father died he left each ‘of his chil- 
dren about .$700. 

Will Was to Be a Surprise. 

“None of us acquired as much prop- 
erty as Hester did with this small 
capital as a start. She was a natural 
born money-maker. But she never did 
anything for the familly with her money, 

“Then Mrs. Bayard and Hester Por- 
ter were not on friendly terms?’ Por- 
ter was asked. 

“Well, nobody was on exactly friendly 
terms with Hester,’ her brother re- 
plied. 

“She repelled friendly advances from 
her relatives. Once when she was visit- 
ing here She said to us, “You'll all. be 
surprised when you see my will. Every- 
body who its expecting to get any 
money from me will get a shock. None 
of my brothers and sisters need de- 
pend on living off the proceeds of my 
toil. I made my money and I'm ‘going 
to do what I please with it. 

Wanted Her to Divide Money.

FREIGHT RATES AND THE TARIFF. 

Mr. Bryan need not lack instances to prove the 
oppressive burden laid upon the people of this 
country by excessive tariff taxation. 7 

The railroads are threatening the country with 
@ general advance of freight rates on the plea 
that the present rates are too low to meet rafl-, 
road charges and expenses. An advance of freight 
rates will mean an advance on the price of the 
necessaries of life which have advanced within 
ten years 44 per cent. It will mean that it will 
cost more to feed, house and clothe every man, 
woman and child in the country. It will mean 
a heavier pressure of expenses and suffering upon 
wage earners and salaried workers who are out 
of work, or are working on refluced time or pay. 

Yet the railroads are forced:to pay from $7 to 
$8 a ton‘more for steel rails than they can be 
bought for abroad. The Steel Trust exacts this 
tribute from the railroads because the tariff gives 
it that privilege. 

Mr. Schwab says that the trust makes steel 
rails for $12 a ton as compared with a cost of 
$19 in Welsh steel mills. The Steel Trust in com- 
petition with the products of the English steel 
mills sells rails from 25 to 30 per cent lower 
abroad than at home despite the difference in the 
cost of transportation. The Steel Trust makes the 
rails at a cost of $7 less than the Welsh mills and 
adds another $8 to their profits through the tariff’ 
privilege. 

In one year the Steel Trust’s earnings reached 
the enormous sum of $160,000,000. 

The railroads pay more or less tribute of the 
same kind on all the manufactured products 
which they use in the construction of the roads 
and their equipment, but they, of course, shift all 
of it on the public through rates, The public 
must pay in increased cost of living not only all 
the robber profits of overcapitalization, but all 
the excessive cost of railroad materials due to 


That is where the shoe pinches the people. 
They must sweat under all of these burdens by 
which the Government enriches the few at the 
expenre of the many. 

The issue of Democracy’vs. Plutocracy is very 
clear in this enrichment of the few at the ex- 
pense of the many. In view of the fact that the 
Steel Trust and kindred pfgtected interests have 
dictated the tariff schedules in the past and ex- 
pect to dictate in the future so long as the Re- 
publican party is in power it is needless to say 
which side of the issue is represented by Mr. 
Taft and whigh by Mr. Bryan. 

Mr. Bryan stands squerely on an anti-privi- 
lege, anti-monopoly platform and is earnestly ad- 
vocating the reduction of the tariff.

It was a love story which, 
oddly enough, had tremendous influence 
on America’s future. 

Francoise was the daughter 
worthless French noble who with his 
wife was cast into prison and who 
later died in Martinique, where he had 
rambled away his fortune, leaving his 
family penniless. Francoise grew up 
in poverty and neglect, yet managed 
to procure a good education and to 
become a brilliant talker. When she 
was 15 she attracted the interest of a 
Parisian poet, Searron, who old 
and hideously deformed. _Scarron of- 
fered either to pay tor her admission 
to a edonvent or to ‘marry her. She 
cleverly chose. the lattge course. For 
ten years she was the head of Scarron’s 
household, attracting the brightest men 
and women ot France to her salon and 
reigning as queen of her deformed hus- 
band’s small literary world. From her 
Creole origin she was affectionately 
nicknamed “The Littie Indian.” 

Thén Scarron died, and the Govern- 
ment pension that had supported him 
was cut off. Francoise, at 25, was once 
more in poverty. Louis XiV was at 
this time King of France. He it was 
who refused to continue the pension (0 
Scarron’s widow. Louis .was a vain, 
pompous, extravagant little man, who 
strutted about in high heels and an 
enormous wig, and he taught his cour- 
tlers to look upon 2im as @ sort of 
Divinity. He was lucky in surrounding 
himself (as had Elizabeth of England) 
with wise and great men tn all walks of 
life. These cave to his court 4 luster 
than-won him the nam of “The Grand 
Monarch.” 

Through powerful friends Francoise 
Was appointed governess to some of 
Louis’ children. The King at first could 
/not bear the sight of her and kept 
out of her way. But as time went on 
he began to notice this grave, beautiful, 
pious woman, who took such good care 
of his children and who treated him 
with such grattyms deference.

Mme. de Maintenon eagerly encour- 
aged, Louis in this new phase of con- 
duct. He looked on her as his good 
angel and learned to rely upon her ad- 
vice in every emergency. She took 
quick advantage of his odd change of 
nature and soon had acquired a bound- 
less influence over him. 


Then came her reward. When Louis 
was 50 his wife died. By this time 
he was wholly under Mme. de Mainte- 
non’s control. Against the wishes of 
his family he secretly married the ex- 
governess. 
til Louis’ death, the girl who had been 
born in prison ruled as uncrowned 
Queen of France. Louis thought she was 
supernaturally wise and disinterested. 
Wise she was. Disinterested she cer- 
tainly was not. She persuaded the King 
to promote her personal friends to high 
offices and to remove her enemies from 
the positions that many of them were 
holding with credit. Even as Louis 
was her obedicnt siaye, se wag she

changes brought about by. Mme. de 
her was the Revocat'on of the Edict of 
Nantes, in 1685. This edict had been 
framed by Henry of Navarre and grant- 
ed personnal and political liberty to al! 
French | rotestants. When the Edict 
was revoked and the Protestant 
churches burned and their ministers 
banished. many thousands of Protes- 
tants left France. Large numbers of 
them came to America. Where they 
helped to build up the colonies here and 
greatly strengthened the growing power 
of the New World. Mme. de Mainto- 
non’s bigotry thu@ not “only frobbed 
France of nearly half a million citizens 
that could fil be spared, but @!4 much 
toward colonizing America. 


As the years passed on Louta’ early 
triumphs changed to defeats. His 
wife's meddling with politics (which 
she did not understand) halped to un- 
dermine the nation. The King, feeble. 
embittered and shorn of his old-time 
glory. died in 1715. Mme, de Maintenon 
retired, with an enormous state Pension, 
to a convent she had founded. There. 
four years later, she died at the age 
of &, leaving to future generations the § 
task of deciding whether she was real.

NEW YORK, Aug. 24.—It was learned 
today from New York friends of Mme. 
Ida Von Claussen, the beautiful young 
American who unsuccessfully attempt- 
ed to get herself presented at the 
Swedish court in 1907, that she will soon 
be persona grata at any court in Eu- 
rope. 

Mme. Von Claussen is now in Rome, 
and it is rumored that she will shortly 
become a princess. She can be either 
one of two kinds—Russian or Italian. 
Report has it that Prince Paul Ourous- 
off of Russia, and Prince Sforza Cae- 


- garina of Rome are in a close race 


for her hand. 

Mme. Von Claussen in Apri! of last 
year besieged President Roosevelt and 
the State Department at Washington In 
an effort to kave Charles H. Graves, 
American Minister to Sweden, recalled 
from his post for snubbing her. 

Mme. Von Claussen is the daughter 
of a New York merchant, Adolph Claus- 
gen, and a granddaughter of Mathew 
contractor who flourished 
in New York a generation or so ago. 
She inherited a fair fortune from Byrnes 
and on coming of age became we'l 
known as a young woman with original 
ideas. 

Prefixed “Von” to Maiden Name. 

In 1899 she was married to Dr. Wil- 
Yiam Francis Honan, from whom she 
obtained a divorce in 1905 in South Da- 
kota. With her 65-year-old dau seg! she 
then went to Germany and resumed her 
maiden name, improved with he prefix 
“Von.” She said at the time she had 
discovered that she was of noble Ger- 
man blood from her cousin, Gehcimra! 
Yon Bramann, “‘who has ten decora- 
tions of honor for operating on Kmperor 
Fritz and other deeds of distinction.” 

In the summer of 19% Mme. Von 
Claussen was introduced to King Oscar 
of Sweden at a lawn fete at Wlesba- 
den. Her sponsor was an officer of the 
Swedish navy and Mrs. Von Claussen 
always insisted that her presentation 
was at King Oscar’s request. 

The King gave her a general invita- 
tion to call if she ever visited Sweden, 
At least, Mme. Von Claussen has de- 
clared something more than a hundred 
times that he did and she insists also 
that he gave her a signed photograph 
of himself and informed her that all 
doors in Sweden would open wide to 
her on the strength of it. 

Called to See the King. 

A year or so later Mme. Von Claus- 
sen went to Sweden and flashed the 
photograph on the King’s chamberlain. 
Hie sent her to Minister Graves, ex- 
plaining that Americans were invariably 
presented at court through their own 
minister, and it would be just as well 
for her to comply with the routine eti- 
quette. 

Mme. Von Claussen promptly descend- 
ed on Minister Graves and Mrs. Graves, 

On the score that she had 0°»not 
brought credentials from America, Mr. 
Graves professed himself unable to have 
her presented.

Patterson Is “Trying to Make 
a Noise,” American-Born 
Princess Says. 











They Say “Big Brother to the 
Rich” Is Right About 
Tights. 





CHICAGO, Ul, Aug. 2%4.—Joseph Me- 
dill Patterson, “Big Brother of the 
Rich,”’ was given jar today by his 
former society friends. Princess En- 
galitchoff, formerly Miss Partridge, 
said: 

“It is rather a pity Mr. Patterson is 
upable to see any good in society. But 
we often find just what we are look- 
ing for, don’t we? The unkind things 
the papers say about society people are 
true of only a very small percentage 
of society and the same things are true 
of all people, rich and poor alike. 

“There is plenty ®f good among the 
rich, just as there is plenty of bad 
among the poor. Viciousness is surely 
not the sole attribute of the wealthy 
and virtue the sole attribute of the 
needy, as Mr. Patterson apparently 
wants us to imagine. 

“Mr. Patterson has been lucky eneugh 
to have the luxuries of life throughout 
his career. It is to be regretted that 
in his luxurious life he has found 
only the bad. A man who makes such 
wholesale criticisms against the rich as 
dces Mr. Patterson, would. one would 
think, desire immediately to cease to 
be in that category. We might, per- 
haps, be rather more impressed with 
Mr. Patterson’s burning sincerity if he 
ceased to be a theoretical Socialist and 
became a practical Socialist. 


“Wants to Make a Noise.” 


“Mr. Patterson finds the wealth he 
attacks to be quite convenient for his 
own personal use. I am afraid Mr. Pat- 
terson wanted to make a bit of noise 
and: did not see any other way to do 
except to write this kind of a book.”’ 

* Mrs. Charles Henrotin thought that 
Mr. Paterson's strictures on society 
scarcely applied to the society of fhe 
West. 

“What Mr. Patterson says about so- 
clety may be true of certain parts of 
lit in the East,’’ said Mrs. Henrotin. 
“But it has no application to the so- 
Ciety of the West. Out here people are 
too busy and have to work too hard to 
reach the condition described by Mr. 
Patterson. 

“In a society where the members 
have absolutely nothing to do bu 
amuse themselves conditions mentioned 
by the author might come about. 

Patterson was seen on his farm at 
Libertyville, Ill, He said: 

“It is safe to assume that in the 
walks of life in which I have placed 
my characters others similar to them 
and I have met them. 


Patterson Defends Book. 


“As for Paul Potter, I have known 
men who. started like him, grew into 
what he grew into, and underwent the 
same social and financial experiences. 
I have also known women who started 
as did my heroine, felt the same am- 
bitions, were tempted in the same way 
and beset by the same hardships.”’ 
Asked whether the story of a woman 
lamenting that her income was only 
$50,009 a year, was true to life, he sald: 
“I Know, women who regard it as pa- 
thetic that they are obliged to live on 
$50,000 a year."’
